In light of the BPAI decision mailed 09/17/2008, the prior art fails to disclose 
and/or teach a method for using a knock-down crate to transport produce from a 
loading location to an unloading location. In particular, the prior art does not 
disclose and/or teach a method comprising the step of: providing a knock-down 
crate that comprises a base having a length, a breadth, and an upper surface that 
includes an elongated recess, the base including a pair of elongated channels 
extending parallel to the length such that a major part of the recess lies between 
the elongated channels, each of the channels having at least one open end for 
receiving tines of a forklift mechanism. See the BPAI decision on pages 5-7.
